London, June 13 (AP)—The world 
economic conference 
today ended 
its 
second day’s 
session, during 
which Secretary of State Hull and 
most of the 
American delegation 
absented themselves with two ma­ 
jor crises boiling up. Both involve 
the United States as a point of at­ 
tack by other nations. 
The first 
storm revolved 
about 
the war debts, which was precipi­ 
tated into conference by the 
ad­ 
dresses of 
delegates 
despite the 
fact that 
the subject was barred 
from the agenda. The other em- 
brogli concerned monetary matters. 
Delegates and observers, as the 
day proceeded, voiced the view that 
it was obvious that European blocs 
were being 
formed to 
force the 
hand of the United States on those 
questions so as to get Immediate 
settlement of the war debt problem 
and to bring tile American mone­ 
tary viewpoint around to that of 
Europe. 
When Secretary 
of State 
Hull, 
who was to deliver the first speech, 
did not appear.

Word from the American delega­ 
tion headquarters was

had been a delay in preparing Mr 
Hull's speech.

Until a few years ago they did not have to count their 
pennies very carefully but when th a t became necessary, they 
prom ptly learned how. Now they have also found th a t price 
alone is only half the story.

other half. True th rift m eans getting your full money's worth. 
Already the voice of consum ers can be heard, dem anding 
sound standards of value. 
Soon the fly-by-night vendors of dis­ 
honest wares will be driven from the m arket places. T he com ­ 
petition of inferior m erchandise has made it difficult for the 
reputable m anufacturer and the conscientious m erchant who 
honestly strive to serve.

A new appreciation is being felt, a revival of our loyalty to 
those m anufacturers and dealers who have consistently offered 
good merchandise, refusing the tem ptation to cut quality below 
decent standards of utility. They will be rewarded for their 
steadfast principles. Most of these substantial business concerns 
have kept right on advertising their products to the public. 
Hav­ 
ing built up a reputation for good merchandise, they could not 
afford to jeopardize4 the confidence of consumers in their integrity. 
Advertising has been their anchor to quality. 
Benefiting all of us, advertising is the protector of honest 
values for the consumer.
